Fans Go Wild Over the ’Cats 


(Editor’s Note: Daily Star-Courier 
reporter Terri Anderson accompanied 
a group of Wildcat fans to Lubbock 
Saturday aboard a Southwest Airlines 
charter flight. The following article 
represents her observations of the 
football team’s supporters). 


This may come as a shock to Coach 
Tommy Kimbrough and the Plano 
Wildcats, but the statebound football 
team may not be the most tenacious 
and determined group of people in 
Plano today—th e y ’ve 
got 
close 
competition...with their own fans. 
Wildcat fans are a varied bunch. 
The youngest on the first charter 
flight out of Dallas Saturday was 
about six. The oldest...well, we won’t 
mention any ages, but one devout 
game-goer has only missed a handful 
of football gam es in more than 25 
years. 
Some of the most vocal fans around 
are a group of otherwise average- 
looking ladies boasting tee-shirts 
reading “ Wildcat Moms.’ They spent 
most of the flight time leading cheers 
of “ We’re number one!’’ and were 
joined by a couple of equally-vocal 
Plano Senior High teachers wrapped 
in “ PSHS Prof’’ shirts. 
The rest of the football fanatics 
included such personages as lifetime 
Planoite and Collin County Judge 


Planoites Prove Loyalty in Lubbock 


Nathan E. White Jr., former Wildcat 
footballers from the 1973 graduating 
class Vie Brooks and Mark Chaddick, 
doctors, lawyers, moms and dads, 
students, and prim arily, just plain ol’ 
folks who happen to love Plano 
football. 
Not one could be said to be more 
loyal than the other. But perhaps the 
most determ ined of the crew was 
Betty Haynes, m other of flanker 
Perry Haynes. 
Just before take-off, Mrs. Haynes 
came smiling up to the airport 
lounge—sittin g in a 
w heelchair 
pushed by her husband. 
“ You don’t want to talk to me. I’m 
not supposed to be here,” 
Mrs. 
Haynes grinned. “ I injured by back 
last week and the doctor had to put me 
in bed for five days. I said, ‘Doctor, 
are you aware that Plano’s playing a 
football game this Saturday? WTiat 
will I tell my son?’ 
“ Then the doctor said, ‘If your son is 
who I think he is, he’ll understand.’ ” 
she continued “ I said, ‘That may be 
true, but I would be in more muscle 
spasms if I were laying at home than 
if I were not at that gam e!’ ” 
In spite of her protests, Mrs. Haynes 


still received strict orders from the 
doctor to stay at home. When she 
discovered the doctor was planning to 
fly to Lubbock too, she checked on 
what flight he was taking and booked 
herself on the one leaving just before 
him. 
“ I figure when he sees me out in 
Lubbock, he can’t do anything about 
it,” she reasoned. 
Further exemplifying the loyalty of 
Plano Wildcat fans is Everett Rit­ 
chey, who graduated two sons from 
PHS in 1960 and 1966 and has missed 
only two football games in the past 25 
years. 
“ I’ve missed only two games to my 
recollection,” 
Ritchey 
said 
“One 
when Dr. Eller wouldn’t let me go 
because I had the flu and one when 
my wife died in 1971 
A charter member of the Plano 
Quarterback Club, Ritchey cites the 
growth of the team from AA to AAAA 
as the biggest change he’s seen in 
Plano football over the past 25 years. 
“ I look at them as a growing team 
and a great team ,” said Ritchey. 
“ The foundation was laid back a long 
time ago with men like E A Sigler, 
T H ‘Bill’ Williams, Tom Gray, John 


Clark, and the current coach, Tom 
Kimbrough.” 
Why does a man who no longer has 
children in the Plano school district 
still brave cold weather and long 
distances to see the Wildcats play? 
“ The things I love most in life are 
young people,” the longtime fan 
explained. “ I go to the gam es because 
they 
have 
the 
determ ination, 
character and dedication and they’re 
just good kids 
“ I adm ire them .” he added. “ And 
I’m just for the whole school system. 
The teachers must 
be wonderful 
people to turn out the youngsters 
they’ve turned out And these kids get 
a lot of their character from their 
parents too.” 
Another determined Wildcat fan 
who’s missed only a dozen or so 
gam es over the past 22 years is Tom 
Shields, who put IO children through 
Plano schools and whose son, Sam, 
coached high school football here for 
several years. 
Sons Sam and Tom J r 
played 
football at PHS in 1954 and Tom Sr 
continued attending the 
gam es 
because “ I just like the Wildcats.’ 
“ We’ve got a whole lot 
better 


coaching staff now than we did then,” 
Shields claimed. “The town has grown 
so m uch—from 1,600 to around 
55,000—and it’s a bigger school.” 
Tiny Rice Field, now used only for 
“ little league” games, was the high 
school stadium when the Shields boys 
played ball The switch to the new 
John Clark Field is one of the most 
impressive changes Shields has seen 
in his years as a fan 
“ I like the drill team too, and the 
band,” Shields added 
“ We didn’t 
have a drill team a long time ago and 
we only had a little band I get a lot out 
of watching the band and drill team 
and I think we have one of the best 
drill team s around.” 
Shields especially enjoys the high 
school pep rallies. And does he yell 
along with the students in the crowd? 
“ You ain’t kiddin’ I do!” he ex­ 
claimed “ Those close to me have to 
plug up their ears when 
I start 
yelling!” 
Wildcat fans come in a wide array 
of shapes and sizes. Some go to the 
games to see their children play, some 
go to see the halftime show, but most 
go just because it’s their team 
Why do you bother to go to the 
games? 
“ W hy,” said PSHS chem istry 
teacher Jerry Mullins increduously, 
“ifs the ’C ats!”

approved the apartm ents along with 
63.2 acres of light industrial. 8.3 acres 
of 2F-2 duplex and 61.3 acres of SF-2 
residences. 
Fulgham had requested SF-3 zoning 
which requires a minimum lot size of 
7,500 
square 
feet. 
The 
SF-2 
classification calls for 9,000 square 
feet. Surrounding property which is 
now located in Dallas is zoned for 
10,000-square foot minimum lots. 
The property is located on the south 
side of White Rock Read (future 
Dallas North Parkway) and about 
one-half mile east of Preston Road. 
In the only other public hearing 
Monday, council m em bers changed 
duplex zoning on 8.1 acres to allow 
Henry Lane to sell both portions of the 
lots. 
The property which is on the north­ 
east corner of Townbluff Drive and 
Parker Road, is currently zoned 2F-2. 
The new classification is 2F-3. 
The council also approved a new 
industrial cost recovery rate, the 
plans and specifications of the 
Country Place w ater main and a 
mutual agreement with Dallas on a 
com m on boundary (the railroad 
tracks) west of Preston Road. 
Council members also referred a 
request from the Ministerial Alliance 
that the city require only one parking 
space for every four seats in the 
sanctuary to the Planning and Zoning 
Commission. 
Also, the landscaping plan for Collin 
County Office Park II was reviewed, a 
$12,311.54 payment was authorized for 
street participation in Briarm eade 
and official ballots were cast for 
trustees to serve 
on

League 
W orkm en’s 
Compensation Joint Insurance Fund 
Board. 
Several planning cases were ap­ 
proved. Among these were the final 
plat of Town West II, the replat of a 
portion of Kimberlea II, a final plat of 
Los Rios IV, the site plan and replat of 
Adams Professional Arts Center and 
the site plan and final plat of R.C. 
Clark High School. 
Several council m em bers expressed 
concern that an auditorium, which 
was a part of the original site plan of 
the Multi-Purpose Complex, is no 
longer shown. 


Salary 


The Civil Service Commission has 
agreed with a petitioning fireman that 
the existing pay plan for police and 
fire personnel should be revised. 
The commission Monday recom­ 
mended that the City Council reward 
longevity on the anniversary date of 
each individual firefighter and police 
officer. 
Currently, 
fire and 
police em ­ 
ployees under civil service are paid a 
base salary which increases every six 
months as recognition of seniority and 
tenure. 
The ordinance provides, however, 
that in order to advance from one six- 
month service plateau to the next, an 
employee must have completed six 
months prior to two dates in the 
year—Sept. 26,1977, or March 27,1978.

Several major additions to the park 
system were approved by the City 
Council Monday night. 
Council m em bers purchased 41.6 
acres in the Hunters Glen V addition 
for $346,611.30 plus interest. 
The 
council also co n tracted to pay 
$364,388.72 in development costs. 
Pioneer Park, which is bordered by 
Roundrock Trail on the west and the 
250-foot TP&L easem ent on the south, 
will be a m ajor community park. 
Tentatively planned for the area are 
a 50-meter outdoor swimming pool, 
hike and bike trails connected by 
Chisholm Trail with other parks, a 
large Pavillion a re a sim ilar to 
Harrington Park, restrooms, athletic 
fields, playgrounds, picnic spots and 
parking. 
The council also bought 5.914 acres 
to serve as a portion of Chisholm 
Trail, a linkage park. The parcel, 
which is located at Custer Road and 
Country Place Drive, cost $54,242.34 
and will be developed with the aid of a 
grant from the Bureau of Outdoor

Recreation Building was also ap­ 
proved. Accent Builders Inc. won the 
contract which is $289 over budget. 
In other action, the council split on 
the development of 150.3 acres in 
southwest Plano. Bob Collins and 
Jack Harvard protested the inclusion 
of apartm ents in a predominantly 
industrial area. 
Jackson Fulgham told the council 
that the 17.6 acres of MF-3 apartm ents 
were shown in an area north of the 
railroad tracks and south of the 
proposed Dallas North Parkway for 
economic and planning reasons. 
He said the apartm ent zoning would 
give his company an earlier economic 
retu rn than the light industrial 
property as well as serving as a buffer 
for lower density residential housing. 
Fulgham also noted that many in­ 
dustrial prospects are interested in 
property with multi-family housing 
nearby.

County Court OK’s 
Complex Revisions 


John Michael Pearson, who has 
been a firefighter since May 30, 1976, 
p ro tested 
that 
this 
system 
is 
inequitable since each person is 
treated differently according to his 
hiring or promotion date. 
He explained that 
although he 
completed his first six months service 
on Nov, 30,1976, he was forced to wait 
until March 28, 1977, to receive his 
increase, a loss of $120. 
Pearson also noted that under the 
present system he would lose $312 if he 
were forced to wait until March to 
receive a six-month increase which, 
he claimed, should have been due on 
Nov. 9 since he was promoted to 
driver on May 9. 
Pearson testified that it is possible 
for a man with ll and three-fourths 
months service and another with six 
m onths service to receive their 
longevity pay at the sam e time. He 
said this system is “ not tenure or 
longevity pay.” 
City Attorney Bill Roberts pointed 
out that each person is treated equally 
under the system as the system is 
defined “six months plus whatever 
number it takes to reach two dates in 
the year.” 
He warned that changing the or­ 
dinance 
m ight 
cause 
possible 
budgetary problems. Roberts said it 
would be “ impossible to guess the 
tenure of those placed in positions” 
which are not yet open during budget 
sessions. 
He said the city would “have to 
throw in a whole bunch of dollars 
without knowing if they would be 
used.” 
Pearson pointed out that the fire 


and police departm ents are the only 
two sections in the city which receive 
raises on only two dates. He suggested 
that such a system is “retribution” 
and imposed to “encourage us to give 
up civil service." 
Although noting that 
the com­ 
mission has no power to force the 
council 
to 
amend 
its ordinance, 
Chairman Byron Schaff said the 
commission believes that the present 
ordinance does not allow for unifor­ 
mity and consistency. 
The commission recommended that 
the council award the longevity pay 
automatically as each firefighter or 
police officer attains his six months 
step. 
To do otherwise, stated the com­ 
m ission, 
is 
to 
‘‘unreasonably 
discriminate against some.” 
Pearson had also asked for back 
pay, but Schaff said that m atter is 
inappropriate unless the present 
ordinance is amended. 
If the council concurs in the change, 
the commission recommended that 
Pearson take up the m atter with that 
body. If an agreem ent cannot be 
reached, the case can be appealed to 
the commission at a later date.--

At Children’s Storefront Nursery 
NEW YORK (UPI) — An­ 
thropologist Margaret Mead 
obviously 
was 
enjoying 
herself. 
‘‘So far for my first 75 
years, I’ve been having a 
wonderful time,” she said. 
“I’m optimistic if we pull 
ourselves together we are 
going to make it. There is, at 
least, hope. And this project 
is an oasis of hope for the 
children.” 
Dr. Mead, the author of 
some 50 books stopped to sip 
a glass of red wine. In a few 
minutes 
the 
apartm ent 
overlooking Lincoln Center 
was filled with poets and 
writers and she would greet 
them all. 
The 
artists 
gathered 
Sunday night at the home of 
poet 
Ned 
O’Gorman, 
director of the Children’s 
Storefront Nursery School, a 
project in Harlem for un­ 
derprivileged 
children. 
Before the evening was out, 


they would march over to 
Lincoln Center to read 
poetry and prose, listen to 
music and raise money for 
the children. 
O’Gorman, who founded 
the school ll years ago, calls 
it a “liberation camp.” 
“ It’s free, it’s for the poor, 
for the deprived,” O’Gor­ 
man said. “The youngest at 
the school is a year and a 
half (old), the oldest is four 
and a half. 
“ It’s a warm place in an 
environment that can be 
tough and brutal.” 
The school provides two 
meals along with medical 
and psychological care. Dr. 
Mead is an honorary board 
member of the Children’s 
Storefront. 
The doorbell rang. More 
visitors were arriving, in­ 
cluding poets Allen Ginsberg 
and Richard Eberhart and 


form er presidential can­ 
didate Eugene McCarthy, a 
leader of the anti-Vietnam 
war movement. 
“The reason I’ve run for 
p r e s id e n t,” 
q u ip p ed 
McCarthy, g”was to get my 
poems published. Of course, 
I wanted to open up the 
political process 
“What am I doing these 


days?” he said, echoing to a 
r e p o r te r ’s 
q u e s tio n . 
“Writing a bit of poetry, 
lecturing. I try to stay in­ 
volved.” 
McCarthy has published 
several works of poetry and 
prose, including “ Other 
Things and the Aardvark” 
and “ The Y ear of the 
People.” 


Presently it was time to 
walk over to Lincoln Center. 
“Yes, I’m optimistic,” Dr. 
Mead said as she walked 
through in the crisp, cold 
gnew York air. “There is 
hope. Hope for the children.

Beasley also wanted to 
know, “Who is he or she the 
governor stopped to pick up 
in Memphis?”

a n s w e r ” 
B e a s l e y ’s 
suggestion that a woman ac­ 
companied him on the trip. 
A passenger list released by 
his office identified all his 
companions as male. 
Blanton said he left Nash­ 
ville with his appointments 
secretary, Ken Lavender; 
his bodyguard, Lt. David 
Reek, and the plane’s two 
pilots. It stopped at Memphis 
on the way to pick up his 
personal physician, Dr. Jim 
Shelton, and a m em ber of 
the State Alcoholic Beverage 
Commission, Frank Phillips. 
Blanton 
said

Shelton along because he 


was overdue for a physical 
examination and noted that 
Phillips is a longtime friend. 
Phillips is president of a 
M em phis 
com pany 
that 
pleaded guilty to two counts 
of illegally using corporate 
funds to pay $3,000 
in 
salaries to two aides in 
Blanton’s unsuccessful race 
for the senate in 1972. 
Blanton described the 
C aribbean 
swing as a 
combination pleasure trip 
and “ trad e m ission” to 
exporting 
soybeans 
to 
Jam aica. 
But he acknoledged that 
he gave Jam aican officials 
no notice that he was a rri­ 
ving on any sort of trade 
mission or that he planned to 
attend a “ Royal Agriculture 
Conference” there. 
Blanton also declined to 
estim ate how much of the 


trip was devoted to the 
“ trade mission” and how 
much to pleasure, or why he 
decided to have a physical 
exam ination in Ja m aica 
instead of, say, Nashville or 
Memphis. 
The Memphis Commerical 
Appeal, a daily newspaper 
with broad regional in­ 
fluence, was am ong the 
newspapers poking fun at 
the trip. In a mock en­ 
dorsement of the Jam aican 
jaunt, the newspaper said in 
an editorial: 
“ Anybody who has ever 
walked around in a cold 
hospital wearing one of those 
drafty , 
backless 
w rap­ 
arounds the nurses give you 
can sympathize with Ray’s 
desire to have his personal 
physician jet to Jam aica 
with him to give him a 
physical.”

A cutback in enforcement

OSHA

Congressman Bob Krueger 
of Texas today volunteered 
his office as an information 
clearinghouse for persons 
seeking 
clarification 
of 
regulations.

“The list of regulations 
included in the OSHA an­ 
nouncement is varied and 
covers 250 pages. Without

said Krueger. “My staff, in 
Washington, San Antonio, 
Del Rio, San Angelo and New 
Braunfels will be standing 
by to provide that in­ 
formation to constituents.” 


Celebrity Dolls 
Toy Business Risky 


Marriages 


NEW 
YORK(UPI) 
- 
Celebrity toys are a high- 
risk venture at best, but 
daredevil Evel Knievel’s 
latest stunt has made toy 
business history. 
Ideal Toy Corp., which has 
made 
Knievel 
dolls, 
m otorcycles, 
vans 
and 
supercycles since 1973, at­ 
tributes most of an expected 
$1.6 million loss in its third 
quarter to negative publicity 
surrounding the stuntman 
and sudden death in the sale 
of toys bearing his name. 
Knievel pleaded no contest 
to charges he slugged his 
press agent with a baseball 
bat and went to jail in late 
November to serve a six- 
month sentence. 
“In my 21 years with 
Ideal, I’ve never known of 
this kind of thing to happen 
to a toy line,” said Joseph 
Winkler, 
senior 
vice 
president of finance for the 
Hollis, N.Y. firm. “We’ve 
used real characters back as 
far as the 1930s when we had 
the Shirley Temple doll.” 
Other 
m ajor 
toy 
manufacturers contacted by 


UPI could not recall any 
instance in which a celebrity 
whose name was used to 
market toys had fallen into 
public disfavor. 
Evel Knievel sales, which 
represented 18 percent of 
Ideal’s $124.8 million volume 
last year, “were going into a 
normal decline after four 
years,” Winkler said, “but 
they took a nosedive after a 
number of pieces of bad 
publicity topped off by the 
final act.” 
The stuntm an’s public 
image had begun to pale 
early this year. A televised 
jump over a 
tankful 
of 
sharks was rated one of the 
IO worst programs of the 
year, 
Winkler 
said. 
A 
Knievel movie also flopped 
and the daredevil generally 
dropped from the limelight. 
Winkler said the company 
will consider abandoning the 
Knievel line in February 
when it evaluates its toy 
products.

Paint over splatters

POLLY’S PROBLEM 


DEAR POLLY — We would appreciate it if 
someone could tell us how to remove dried on white 
latex house paint from the shingles on our house. 
While painting the window and door frames some of 
the paint dribbled and splattered on to the dark green 
shingles leaving noticeable stains. Is there anything 
that will take them off? — MR.and MRS.D.W. 
DEAR MR.and MRS.D.W. — The cure might leave 
you in worse shape than you are in now. There is a 
commercial latex paint cleaner sold at paint dealers 
that will dissolve the latex that has to be scrubbed 
off. But what is this going to do to the finish on the 
shingles? The green may, and doubtless will, come 
off, too. I discussed your problem with a large paint 
firm and the general conclusion seemed to be that 
the safest way to remedy your problem would be to 
try to match the green of the shingles and then paint 
over the splatters and splashes. Sorry not to have a 
more encouraging answer but some problems just 
do not have them. — POLLY. 


DEAR POLLY — My answer is for the reader who 
wanted to know what she could make with the many men’s 
neckties she had. This is NOT a new idea as I am 45 years 
old and my grandfather’s wife taught me how to create a 
skirt out of discarded ties. She had seen one of her parent’s 
servants make these in St. Thomas, V.I. 
I suppose I was one original “hippie” as my mother was 
appalled that I would even think of wearing such a thing. 
Cut the ties open, iron, measure your desired skirt length 
leaving enough for a hem. This is a lot of work but well 
worth the effort I think. Cut off the top and then join ties 
together by machine stitching. A beautifully flared skirt 
results that has a pointed hem. Attach a waistband and put 
zipper in opening. Such a skirt must be completely lined. — 
ESTHER. 
DEAR POLLY — I have a lovely long skirt that I made 
with discarded ties. Mine required 36 to 38 ties and always 
creates a lot of interest when I wear it. I hand sewed the 
ties together, added a waistband and sewed two ties 
together for a tiebelt. This left the gently flaring bottom in 
points. The skirt could have been machine stitched and the 
ties could have been opened but mine is like a model I saw 
that was priced at $250. — ALTA.

Bruce Miller 
at defensive tackle. 
Both team s have junior quarterbacks. Plano has Steve 
Ulmer, who alternated at quarterback before assuming the 
fulltime role four games deep into the season. David Fry is 
the quarterback at Port Neches-Groves. Fry replaces all- 
state Indian quarterback Rich Etheridge, son of the team 's 
coach. 
Other impressive players from Port Neches-Groves in­ 
cludes halfback Justin Eicher at 188 lb., fullback Jam es 
Shipley, and split receiver Ronnie Delcimber at 160 lb. 
Delcimber had two touchdown receptions against San An­ 
tonio Lee in the Indians 19-0 semifinal win last week. He has 
six TD receptions in the playoffs. 
Top offensive linemen include Howard Kern, a three-year 
starter at guard at 200 lb. and Jeff Cooley, two-year starter 
at 213 lb. 
Defensive standouts are Ted Brack, all-state linebacker 
candidate at 197 lb., tackle Bruce Miller at 234 lb., end Mark 
Moss at 158 lb. and secondary player Robert DeRutte at 6-6, 
192 lb. 
Both team s have good fan support. Plano and Highland 
Park drew 37,000 at Texas Stadium in the quarterfinals and 
Port Neches-Groves has drawn 12,000 to 15,000 home fans at 
each of their playoff games. They had 38,000 attend their 
quarterfinal gam e with Houston Kashmere and 34,000 saw 
their win over San Antonio Lee.

Plano has 
seen post season play 12 out of the last 14 seasons including 
five trips to the Class AAAA playoffs as the District 13-AAAA 
representative. 


Port Neches-Groves has made the playoffs four times in 
the five seasons that Coach Doug Etheridge has been there. 
His Indians won the state championship in 1975 over Odessa 
Permian. 20-10, and reached the semifinals in 1976, losing to 
San Antonio Churchill. In 1974, the Indians also reached the 
semifinals but lost to Brazoswood. 
Both teams have three state championships. Plano got 
theirs in Class AA in 1967 and 1965 plus another in Class AAA 
in 1971. Port Neches-Groves has the 1975 title, plus AAA titles 
in both 1955 and 1953. 
Both teams em erged playoff representatives of nine-team 
districts. Port Neches-Groves hails from 22-AAA A. 
Plano’s offense has scored an average of 22.5 points per 
game in their 14 contests and scored an average of 19 points 
per game in the playoffs. Plano's defense has allowed 11.5 
points per game during the season and 11.0 points per game 
in the playoffs. 


Port Neches-Groves has scored an average of 29 points per 
game during the season and 23.5 points per game in the 
playoffs. They have allowed 7.5 points per game during the 
season and 4.5 points per game in the playoffs. 
Both teams are noted for their average team size neither 
has large offensive or defensive lines. Plano’s biggest 
starter is 230 lb. Kevin Jennings at offensive tackle. He is 
also the largest player on the squad.
